Even in the 
days before the war, the “Old Lady of 
Threadneedle Street” never guarded 
such a hoard as this. It has taken 
about eight years for this gold to ac¬ 
cumulate.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR LIQUOR 
LAW ENFORCEMENT

According to a recent statement by 
Commissioner E. S. Bishop, there is a 
certain amount of confusion in the 
public mind regarding responsibility 
for the enforcement of the liquor laws. 
This Js explained by the commissioner 
as follows: 

Throughout the province as a whole, 
outside cities and larger towns, re¬ 
sponsibility rests with the Alberta 
Provincial Police. In connection with 
this force, there is organized a special 
liquor squad, in order to increase their 
efficiency in this branch of their duty. 

In cities and towns, this responsibil¬ 
ity rests on the municipal police and 
civic authorities. This arrangement 
between provincial and municipal au¬ 
thorities was made mainly in the in¬ 
terests of economy and to prevent un¬ 
necessary over-lapping. The ultimate 
responsibility for the maintenance of 
all law and order, however, in urban 
nad rural communities alike, rests 
with the attorney-general, and he 
may, if circumstances justify it, util¬ 
ize provincial police within a muni¬ 
cipality. 

In the case of illicit manufacture by 
means of, stills, or "moonshining,” 
these offences coma under the Inland 
Reveue Act, which is a federal law. 
Responsibility, therefore, for detecting 
prosecuting juid punishing offenders of 
this class rtsts with the Dominion 
government officials, such as Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, and officers 
of the department of inland revenue, 
whose instructions come from Ottawa. 
In ordery however, to deal more effec¬ 
tively with this kind of offence, which 
is one of the most prevalent and 
troublesome form of violation of 
liquor laws, special arrangements 
have been made between the depart¬ 
ment of the attorney general of Al¬ 
berta and the department of inland 
revenue, Ottawa, whereby some 
twenty-five Alberta provincial police 
have been duly appointed special 
officers of the department of inland 
revenue. These men have been care¬ 
fully stationed throughout the prov¬ 
ince in order to make their services 
available where necessary. Co-operat-

ing as they do very ciosety with all 
provincial police Officers sad inland 
revenue officers, there has been a 
marked increase in the efficiency of 
the joint force in dealing with this 
abuse. 

This division of responsibility be¬ 
tween municipal, pfovlncial and fed¬ 
eral polide forces, if better understood 
would help the public to understand 
the conditions under which these laws 
are enforced. There is a greater de¬ 
gree of co-operation today than ever 
before between all officials concern¬ 
ed in securing results, and this im¬ 
provement will, no doubt, be mani¬ 
fest in the future.

The article goes on to say—the 
railroads of Canada could not rest 
content to see a condition of stagna 
tion or arrested development In na¬ 
tional life. They have not so stood 
aside in the past. Canada has to 
thank the men who planned and built 
her railroads for much of the growth 
that has placed her in her present 
high position among the nations. The 
country must be assured of adequate 
and progressive railway service at a 
price equitably based on operating 
costs. It Is neither advisable nor 
Just that Canadians should forget 
that fact. When the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic was built In the face of almost 
unsurmountable flnancOil and physi¬ 
cal difficulties, and without any as¬ 
sured prospect of achieving success, 
it laid the foundation of whatever 
has been, or will be of Canada's na¬ 
tional life, and was a national rail¬ 
road In the strongest and best sense 
of the term. So closely are both 
that company and the nationally- 
owned railroads knit with the fabric 
of national life that there can be no 
divorce of interest and it is for that 
reason that the railroads are aa anx¬ 
ious as owners of farm or factory to 
see low freight rates when consist¬ 
ent with sound economic administra¬ 
tion of the country’* arteries of traf¬ 
fic.

One of the two which 
were rejected included approval of 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture’s 
request for a royal commission to in¬ 
vestigate the whole banking question, 
the other declared that the primary 
object of the proposed national bank 
should be “tq give the public in gen¬ 
eral, a true medium of exchange.”
